OFFICIAL URGES PROTECTION OF OVERSEAS KOREANS IN CONSTITUTION

“The new Constitution must 
contain a clause to stipulate 
clearly that the Republic of 
Korea will protect the rights 
and interests of its people liv- 
ing abroad, 

“The basic law to be rewrit- 
ten must contain another one 
to enable their home country 
to help them improve their 
quality as dernocratic citizens 
and live cultural lives more 
actively,”” recommended a spe- 
cialist in the affairs of Ko- 
rean citizens abroad. 

As of December, 1979, over- 
seas Koreans numbered 1,315,- 
000 in 99 countries — most of 
them in Japan and the United 
States — according to recent 
data released by the Foreign 
Ministry. - 

The ever-increasing number 
of Korean residents abroad 
thus requires the government 
to do somethin> more posi- 
tively for the promotion of 
their welfare as it actually 
represents the level of na- 
tional strength. 

Cho Il-jae, director of the 
Research Institute for Ko- 
reans Abroad said, ‘‘The num- 
ber of Koreans i. alien coun- 
tries increased by 62,000 last 
year alone. I believe that they 
will reach the level of one 
million in the United States 
alcne.” 

“The Koreans abroad far 
exceed the number of 3.5 mil- 
lion if those who live in Com- 
munist countries such as 
China and the Soviet Union 
are included, he pointed out.

“However,” he contended, 
“We have not shown positive 
concern about them so far, 
causing them even to mis- 
understand that the home gov- 
ernment takes little interest in 
them or otherwise might have 
disregarded them.” 


“Thus, some of them turned 
their backs on the fatherland 
and committed thernselves to 
anti-state activities to become 
traitors unwillingly,’ he warn- 


Cho, who has dealt with the 
problems of Koreans in Ja- 
pan for four years from Nov- 
ember, 1974 as minister of the 
Korean Embassy in Tokyo 
and as a consul general in 
Osaka, forecast that if the 
overseas Koreans problems 
were neglected as it was now, 
the nation might bear a 
greater burden some day. 

“The issue must be consider- 
ed in view of relation with 
north Korea,” he stressed. 

During his service in Japan, 
where about 650,000 Koreans 
are residing, Cho played a 
leading role in promoting 
home visits by Koreans there 
affiliated with the pro-Pyong- 
yang Koreans’ organization 
called Chochongnyom

tion to the National Assembly, 
the government and _ political 


parties, the Assembly special 
committee now working on

officially. — 
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He said, “At this time when 
we are going to reach a na- 
tional consensus, we must do 
our ulinost to bring the over- 
seas Koreans into the breast 
of the fatherland with more 
affirmative concern for them.” 

“The country cannot help 
encouraging the immigration 
policy more than ever before 
as it has too great population 
in the small land.” 

“When many fellow coun- 
trymen are scattered world- 
wide, they can play a role as 
forerunners in imbuing for- 
ciufners vith a new Image af 
Korea," he emphasized. . 

“To cheer them up and to 
have them believe that they 
are Koreans, I feel among 
other things that we must 
take keen interest in their 
lives by establishing a provi- 
sion in the Constitution,” he 
said. 

He explained that his re 
commendation was aimed at 
spelling out in the basic law 
that the country was obligat- 
ed to protect the legal status 
of Koreans abroad, which was 
allowed by international laws. 


As for his recommendation, 
Rep. Cho, who now works con- 
currently as a lawmaker as- 
signed to the National As- 
seinbly Home Affairs Com- 
mittee, revealed that the pro- 
Seoul association of Koreans 
in Japan (Mindan) was plan- 
ning to reflect it in formal 
organs. 

“My institute also plans to 
hold a seminar, in which lead- 
ers of the Korean community 
abroad will participate, in 
February to hear their opin- 
ions on that matter,” he said. 

Then, he noted that north 
Korea was said to have inten- 
sified its political maneuvers 
to win over Koreans living in 
America recently since the 
Oct. 26 incident last year. 

“At this moment, it is ne 
cessary for the country to 
back them up Spiritually, 
thereby getting rid of the mis- 
understanding that then moth- 
erland has maintained a policy 
of abandoning them.” 

“We should take into con- 
sideration that some 9 per- 
cent of the total population 
live in foreign countries,” he

Seoul--If South Korea enters the OECD in the 1980's, as certain of its plan 
ners continue to assert, it will have won the bet of passing from a state of 
poverty to that of a developed country in one generation--an impressive leap 
that not even Japan can claim to have taken. 


South Korea beyvan its modernization less than 20 years ago. Its economic 
takeoff was unprecedented, with growth rates of 10 percent per year and ex- 
ports doubling from one year to the next, reaching $15 billion in 1979, 
while per-capita income went from $60 to $1,500. "The improvement in the 
standard of living''--undeniab!le, on the whole, for a large part of the popu- 
lation--"has been worth any number of ballots," say those who praise the Pak 
regime, skimming perhaps a bit fast over the policy of repression which Ko- 
rea has known for 18 years. 








Korean society, carrying out in 15 years a "revolution" which Europe took 
150 years to accomplish, has evolved in a manner perhaps even more spectac- 
ular than the economy. Today it is far more complex, diversified and mobile 
than the rigid and Confucian society, respectful of power and mired in pov- 
erty, of the beginning of the 1960's, when Pak carried out his coup d'etat. 
Pak's authoritarian regime made possible an economic expansion which ironic- 
ally, while bringing forth a new society, also gave birth to social forces 
that were to challenge his arbitrary rule. 


Accelerated growth like that of Korea shatters archaic social structures 
which impede modernization but are also a guarantee of stability. Disloca- 
tion of the subsistence economy led to formation of differentiated social 
classes linked to the modes of capitalist production. It was perhaps partly 
because he did not understand that he could not govern like a master on his 
estate, denying the population any political choice, that Pak met with his 
travic end.

At the outset, in the 1960's, the methods of this man from a family ot poor 
peasants, a tormer schoolteacher trained in the bosom of the Japanese army, 
which had taught him a rather narrow concept of discipline, were doubtlessly 
salutary tor the country. What did he find? a country that had been de- 
stroyed by war and which the dictatorship of Syngman Rhee, surrounded by 
corrupt generals burdened down with American first names to please their 
dollar-dispensing ally, had not succeeded in freeing from its ancestral pov- 
erty. 


Synyman Rhee, overthrown by student riots, had been replaced by a parlia- 
mertarys system, to be sure, but one without sufficient power to control the 
force of the country. In particular, it enjoyed very little confidence 
from ti. Americans, which doomed the experiment to failure. After 1 year, 
a mil te y coup d'etat put an end to it. 


Pak's objective was to build a dynamic society on the model of its Japanese 
neighbor, which was going into its economic "boom." He decided first of all 
to sell the country's poverty--that is, to take advantage of its low wages. 
Embryonic industry was then set up, and next came exportation, urbanization, 
and a slow improvement of rural life. whose. misery Pak knew from having 
lived it: in bad years, one sold one's daughters to the bordellos for a lit- 
tle rice. At the same time, development of education made it possible to 
practically wipe out illiteracy. With the aid of foreign loans and the con- 
fidence of the international banks, Pak started up one of the fastest indus- 
trial revolutions that the world has known. 


A Long History 


The Koreans had a feeling of inferiority with regard to Japan. The intelli- 
vent thing that the leaders of Pak's regime did was to take advantage of the 
qualities of the population and mobilize energies in a "national effort" 
that accorded with the pride of a people who have a long history. South Ko- 
rea--though destroyed, poor, almost without natural resources, since most of 
them were in North Korea--did not start out toward modernization completely 
devoid of assets. 


Searcely bigger than Portugal and with a population density equal to that of 
Holland (370 inhabitants per square kilometer), it cannot be likened to a 
developing country whose borders have been more or less laid down by a col- 
onizer and whose national identity was born in reaction against the coloniz- 
er. Korea had poverty in common with the Third World, but it also had be- 
hind it 5,000 years of history which have fashioned an original and strong 
culture. 





Korea is not a young nation. In the shifting of the Chinese world, it was 
for centuries a bridge between the Middle Empire and Japan. 


By its abuses and its refusal to admit the existence of the other, the Jap- 
anese occupation, from the end of the 19th century to World War II, "permit- 
ted'' two evolutions. The first was an upsurge of national consciousness, 














yne of whose manifestations was the blossoming of a literature in Korean and 
not written in Chinese characters. The second was to be the appearance of a 
spirit of revolt against power, a revolt whose origin was in the Tong-hak 

movement, which began in the 18th cnetury in opposition to Confucian obscur- 


antism. The revolt was a failure, but at least, since the Japanese were not 
invested with the "mandate from heaven," it had been possible, and it was 
the source of an intellectual ferment. In parallel, Christian doctrine, by 


declaring that a better world could exist, was to sharpen the idea of pro 
eress in a world in which Confucianism had up to that time held a spiritual 
vrip on the individual that forbid him to dispute the "order of things" in 
any way. 


Korean society is undergoing profound mutation and may be seriously shaken 
by 18 vears of accelerated growth. It is undergoing changes that are assets 
for the tuture but that do not rule out risks of sudden explosions, since 
there has never been a safety valve--parliamentary or: trace uvton--by which 
discontent could express itself. 


In the forests of dwellings that rise up in Seoul or ciino® up the hills of 
Pusan, or in the new towns that now ring them, people no longer live as they 
used to. The excessive urbanization--completely uncontrolled in many cases 
--that Korea has experienced in recent years has turned society tipside down. 
[It is first of all in the cities that the most obvious contradictions are 
concentrated. The ricn and the poor live side by side in them--the luxury 
taxis hired at 1,000 won! and the handcart pulled by a man who earns that 
much for a hard day's work, the proletarianizea peasants, the unemployed and 
semiunemployed, the contentious intellectuals aware of the fact that they, 
like the people, are on the sidelines and like them are reduced to silence. 





Some have begun in recent years to describe this situation, forming a sort 
of new literary current: the social-content novels.2 In Seoul today, two- 
thirds of the population of 8 million were born after 1960 or are new arriv- 
als. The immigrants have left the countryside mainiy because of living con- 
ditions and not because they were certain of finding work in town}, and they 
often have a hard time integrating. The market for unskilled labor is al- 
ready saturated and is controlled by those who have preceded them. Most of 
them are installed on the outskirts of the cities, sometimes in shantytowns 
shoved ever farther out but away from the main roads, along which the new 
towns are built. 


Going Back to the Couple 


While all the old Confucian background still impregnates the over-40 genera- 
tion, which knows especially the prohibitions that it conveys and continues 
to practice its rites, many traditional values no longer find expression in 
the modern world. The breakdown of the family due to urbanization and the 
scantiness of the housing are dooming filial piety just as they are destroy- 
ing attachment to the clan, which was a guarantee of mutual help and secur- 
ity and was a fabric woven of marriages with social function. Today, the ten- 
dency is to go back to the couple. This, according to Mme Choe, a sociolo- 





sist in the Ehwa young women's university, entails a series of consequences, 
First of all, an inerease in divorces--in 1977, Korea reached in this area a 
level equal to that of France, which for Korea is an upheaval. Secondly, 
the forr tion of common-law unions is more and more frequent, especially 
amony rKerg,. 


Modernization, “hile giving the impression that anyone can find an opportun- 
ity to get rich or rise on the social scale, has exacerbated competitive- 
ness. The Koreans hustle for everything: taking a taxi or a bus-=-public 
transportation is notoriously inadequate--but also for a place, a business 
deal or a profit. This social mobility is accelerated by the gradual disap- 
pearnace of the family workshops where the bonds are not formed of wages 
only. There are now more and more "«trictly wage-earners."4 Social mobil- 
ity, a phenomenon of disarticulation of the traditional society, is alse 
wiving rise to a middle class whose social success is, as elsewhere, con 
firmed by its adoption of conservative values. A recent sociological inves- 
tigation’ shows in particular that it is the educated young women who have 
the most traditional concept of marriage as a strategy for social advance- 
ment. 


The evolution of women in the workers' milieu is far more pronounced. They 
represented 45 percent of the labor force in 1977. Most are young and come 
from the rural areas. Their working conditions are often the hardest. In 
the middle of Seoul, in the small textile workshops of the Dong Dae Mun mar- 
ket, nothing has changed since our first visit in 1971. A small trade un 
ion, led by the brother of Chong Tei-il, who killed himself by fire in 1969 
in protest against the working conditions, fights without resources, but has 
10,000 workers in it. The youngest are barely 13 years old; therefore they 
need a permit to work, we are told. Paid on a piecework basis, they earn 
45,000 or 50,000 won per month and work from 0600 to 2100 hours. "Sometimes 
at night too, when there are orders to be completed," one of them told us. 
In any case, they sleep on *he spot, in the shops. Their condition, the 
fact of being uprooted from their ‘families--whom the employers neverthless 
bring in for lectures if the~e are problems--have made the Korean women 
workers sometimes more combative than the boys. "If they get a reputation 
as protesters, they have the army to worry about. Afterward, they have no 
chance of promotion. The girls feel freer; the way out for them is marri- 
age,"' declares a militant. 


One of the organisms most active in mobilizing the working girls is the Ur- 
ban [ndustrial Council, run by Protestants. While its radicalism still re- 
pels many, it seems nonetheless to be slowly inculcating, in the workers’ 
milieu, if not a "class consciousness," at least a feeling that it is the 


most underprivileged who are being asked for the greatest sacrifices. The 
conspicuous consumption of some is largely responsible for this. In 1977, 
according to the statistics published by the National Assembly, 78.8 percent 
of wage-earners (5.8 million persons) were below the taxable income level 
since they make less than 45,000 won per month. The same statistics today 
would show an income level that is higher in absolute terms but that in 
practice, because of inflation, does not mean a rise in buying power. 











fhe evolution in the rural areas has been far slower. There is still a very 
big disparity between development in the rural areas and in the urban areas 
the “modernization” of the rural world began recently, at the beginning of 
the decade, with the Movement for the New Communities (Saemaul undong). 

The Saemaul, although started with a specific political objective (to get 
the rural areas under control), has nonetheless permitted some progress: the 
building of roads and bridges, increased use of fertilizers, and especially, 
electrification of rural areas completed this year. The principle of the 
movement is self-development: with the state furnishing the materiais and 
equipment, it is up to the peasants to do the building themselves. This 
additional labor does cause some friction. Agriculture still employs 40 per 
cent of the workiny population. 


[In a village where we stop on the road to Andong--a small city of 100,000, 
250 kilometers from Seoul--it is the day for purchase of rice by the state 
(at a price higher than what it will be sold for on the market, which a 
mounts to subsidizing agriculture). Agriculture represents 21 percent of the 
GNP. Korea is now self-sufficient in rice. 


In the plains, the lands have been reorganized to facilitate motorization, 
but a ceiling has apparently been reached (23 percent of the land is cultiv- 
able). Most of the houses are new: the peasants are obliged to repair them, 
with loans from the state. There are practically no more cob-wall houses. 
in the bar, squatting on the floor, the peasants talk while drinking beer 
and makkoli (Korean hard liquor). All seem to agree that their living con- 
ditions improved under the Pak regime. Is this just talk for foreigners? 
Most of those who knew Korea 20 years ago say that grinding poverty has 
practically disappeared from the countryside, where even at the end of the 
1950's people were dying of hunger. 


Rural Exodus 


The big problem is still the rural exodus. After their military service, 
the young men do not want to go back, and the girls prefer to marry in town. 
In concrete terms, their absence poses the problem of seasonal workers: 
there used to be mutual aid, but now one has to pay for it. Paradoxically, 
by breaking down the old hierarchies to organize new networks of power com 
ing under the center, has liberated energies which today are challenging the 
authority ef the old such as the heads of the Saemaul. The tensions are of- 
ten sharpened by the return to the village of those who have failed in the 
city. 


Sacrifices were doubtlessly necessary and inevitable in order to get out of 
the rut. The Koreans have made them. In the context of social discontent 
created by the drop in buying power, a demand is coming from the most under- 
priveleged for a less unjust redistribution of the national income. Is the 
Korean ruling class disposed to give up certain of its priveleges?

"Guided Capitalism" 


Taking power in 1961, the military junta from which Pak emerged intended to 
react against ‘the perverted concept of democracy" held, in its view, by the 
parliamentary government born as a result of the overthrow of Syngman Rhee 
by the students, and to reestablish "morality" in a corrupt society. We 
know what happened to liberty with Pak. His concept of morality, in poli- 
tics and in business, was just as limited, to say the least. On his arrival 
in power, he had a reputation for integrity. What were his dealing subse- 
quently? Was he content with power, without trying to amass a large for- 
tune, contrary to what some say? The government, confirming this thesis, is 
planning to give an indemnity to his three children. In any case, he knew 
how to make use of the appetites of the political elite and the businessman. 
The system of “guided capitalism'--in the junta's terminology--which he 

set up is far from having swept corruption from the country. He only sub- 
jected it to discipline by centralizing it and orienting it: prebends and 
favors were the rule. Far from having the holders of "illegally acquired 
fortunes" put on trial, +s he had promised in 1961, he based his power on 
the elite that had been in place since Syngman Rhee. 


Indeed, the junta rapidly perceived that it could not implement its develop- 
ment program without compromising with those who held the country's little 
wealth. Furthermore, precisely because of the rivalries between military 
men, the business circles rapidly succeeded in dividing the "colonels" by 
offering them financial support for furthering their political careers. The 
Republican-Democratic Party, founded at that time by former junta colonel] 
Kim Chong-pil, who is today the richest and most powerful man in Korea and 
is in good position in the race for the succession to Pak, was the first to 
benefit from it. Far from punishing the "profiteers" of the former regime, 
the new authorities were actually to “help them not only to survive but also 
to prosper by enabling them to create veritable industrial empires," a soci- 
ologist explains. This hypertrophy of a few groups who have acquired oligo- 
polistic positions in the marketplace is the major fact of the Korean eco- 


nomy . 

















Of the 50 industrial and commercial groups ("jaebol" is the Korean term, 
equivalent to the Japanese “zaibatsu") existing in the 1970's, some 20 were 
born during the 1950's. The three biggest ones of that time remain among 


the 1? most powerful today: Samsong (The Three Stars), Lakhe (lucky), and 

Ssanyyour Cdouble Dragon), The Cirat, a simple suzar refinery in 1953. owes 
its fortune to a big price-fixing deal (the "three powders" affair). lucky, 
lor its part, which began as a cosmetics firm, has always taken care to have 


one of its family members close to power: by turns, a member of the politic 
al commission of the Liberal Party, under Syngman Rhee's First Republic, of 

the Republican Party under Pak's Third Republic, and finally a member of the 
party named (Yu jong hoe) under the Fourth Republic. One of the character- 

istics of the Korean groups is that they have always been closely linked to 

the government in power. 


The oldest have it in common that they profited from the redistribution of 
the "enemy goods" (Japanese) in 1947-1950; they then took part in well-organ- 
ized smuggling, called "Macao export-import"; they then benefited from mis- 
appropriated American aid from 1953 on; and finally, they enriched them 
selves by manipulation of the foreign-exchange market between 1953 and 1960. 
From 1965 on, they went into unbridled real-estate speculation--with the aid 
of the state: borrowing large sums from the banks, at 12 percent, for the 
purpose of developing the economy, they immediately put most of it into the 
black market or real-estate investments, making 20 percent on each operation. 
A great many also made profits from the Vietnam war, in which Korea support- 
ed the American effort. 


rhe Big Family Trusts 


The big, Korean trusts have several characteristic features. First of all, 
their activities extend to a considerable number of fields. The expression 
"octopus firm is commonly used in the press. The Daewoo group, which be- 
longs to the second "stratum" of the Korean establishment--the trusts of the 
Republican Party: that is, those created under the Third Republic, 196l- 
1972--absorbed 18 companies in 8 years. 


Today, the Seoul telephone directory devotes one page to listing its activ- 
ities, which range from toy-manufacturing to construction and shipbuilding, 
with wigs inbetween. Daewoo is alse one of the biggest trading houses. The 
second characteristic of the Korean groups is that several years ago, on the 
orders of the government, they set up trading houses on the model of the 
Japanese “shosha."' In a country in which Export Day is celebrated (30 No- 
vember), they have become the center of the groups and the priveleged inter- 
locutor with the government. 


A third characteristic of the trusts is that they are still largely family 
businesses. Although there is a tendency to assign management of the firms 
to qualified "professionals," as is the case with the Doosan breweries, for 
example, most of the groups are still run by the founders or their sons or 
sons-in-law, with the capital, in the vast majority of cases, belonging to 
the family. 
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The policy of public sale of shares has produced hardly any results. Care- 


fully arranged marriages prevent dissipation of the wealth, Hardly any of 
this wealth gets away from a small cirele that still consists of the tycoons 
of the first generation and those of the second, who enriched themselves no 


less fast alter the arrival of the military in power. A good number of! the 
latter, having become civilians, are at the head of enterprises controlled 
by the state. All are closely linked to the government by interests or per- 
sonal bonds. For example, it was the shipbuilding firm run by the brother 
of Kim Chong-pil to which, in 1975, France sold "FExocet" missiles, which 
were then mounted on fast patrol boats--a deal which, it seems, was not un- 
connected with the purchase of the Airbus by Korean Air Lines. 


A final characteristic of the Korean establishment is its close connection 
with the Japanese. Japan, with a GNP of $1,000 billion, as compared with 
South Korea's $50 billion, is too close and too powerful not to have consid- 
erable influence on the economic and political situation of its former col- 
ony. By 1978, the Japanese had invested nearly $690 million in the southern 
part of the peninsula (58 percent of foreign holdings, and three times more 
than the Americans). In the same year, their trade surplus came to $3.8 
billion, while the Americans had a deficit »f $1 billion. At the beginning 
of December, Mr Doko, president of the Keidanren (Japanese employer group), 
declared that "the two countries should help one another mutually." This 
declaration, coming after the one by the director of the Japanese defense 
agency, who visited Seoul in July, specifying that the two countries should 
in the future exchange information in the military field, is an example of 
the attention given to South Korea by Tokyo. 


Japanese-Korean interests are often closely mingled, as is the case, for ex- 
ample, with the Lotte group, which is run by a Korean living in Japan. This 
“king of chewing-gum" has just built a sumptuous hotel in Seoul and is open- 
ing a Japanese fashion department store. The hotel business and the domes- 
tic consumer-goods market s-em to the Japanese to be two promising areas in 
Korea. In contrast, they seem far more sceptical about investments based on 
the low cost of labor, because of possible social instability. They prefer 
to invest in advanced sectors: thus it is that Facom Korea, a subsidiary of 
Fujitsu, the big Japanese firm in data-processing, is soon to increase its 
production capacity. The Japanese have considerable resources for advancing 
their interests: the Korean pressure group in Japan is powerful; it func- 
tions in liaison with old right-wing networks linked to Pak and is involved 
in all the shady deals between the two countries (the Seoul metro, etc). 

Kim Chong-pil--the same person again--is president of the Japanese-Korean 
Friendship Association. 





Over the last 2 decades, the magnates of the'economy have proven very inge- 
nious in enriching themselves. In particular, they have benefited from the 
privileges which power granted them. More powerful than in the past and 
having to deal with a more complex and diversified international environ- 
ment, they are seeking greater autonomy of decision: "The laws of the mar- 
ketplace are incompatible with dictatorship," one of them said to us.

With the government reserv- 
in the right to monitor and select the projects, it also granted its guar- 
antee for the foreign loans. by its oversight of the banking system, it en- 
sured the docility of the business circles who depended on its good will in 
order to prosper. 





instructed by the example of the Japanese "zaibatsu'" (financial cliques of 
the prewar period), Pak refrained from denationalizing the business banks 
(the power of the old Japanese trusts derived essentially from the presence 
within each group of a bank which financed it). By keeping a rein on the 
business circ'tes, Pak institutionalized the special-favors system at the 
same time: political connections played just as important a role as qualifi- 
cations and competitiveness in one firm or another's obtaining a contract. 


For some time, "decentralization" of economic policy has been the order of 
the day in the business circles; they consider that "orders" from the pres- 
idency are sometimes incompatible with the laws of the marketplace. The hy- 
pertrophy of some groups was encouraged by Pak, for it was thus easier for 
him to subject industry to the orders of the ministry of planning. For a 
long time, this system served the interests of the business world, enabling 
a small number to accumulate sizable fortunes, as is evidenced by the annual 
publication of Korea's 50 biggest incomes, with those of the presidents of 
the big groups amounting to several billion won. But as Kim Man-je, direc- 
tor of the Korean Development Institute, notes in a report which is to be 
published soon in collaboration with the Harvard Institute for International 
Development, "the growing complexity of the economic situation must lead to 
a decrease in government intervention and to greater freedom for business 
circles in decision-making." 


Neither economic debate nor political debate was encouraged in 18 years of 
Pak's autocracy. From the entry into force of the special decrees that have 
just been ‘repealed, criticizing the government was a crime. In 1978, Korea 
set records once again, but businessmen say it was one of the hardest years 
to "buckle" since the oil crisis: obliged to "reach" the targets of the 
plan, many of them had to use subterfuges. The same was true in 1979. The 
authorities proclaim that exports reached the planned level of $15 billion; 
but people in Seoul's foreign circles smile, remarking that in order to 
reach this figure, the statisticians are incorporating in the total some 
sizable stocks that are sitting abroad and for which buyers have not yet 
been found--about a quarter of the total, according to an American banking 
source. 
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An Exemplary Failure 


The Korean businessmen seem weary of the orders that have forced them to 
change orientation abruptly--and have sometimes made them commit errors=- 
and of the government's decisions, such as the tax reform of 1978. The re- 
sounding failure of the Yulsan group in April, and the arrest of its presi- 
dent and ot four bank directors which followed it, seem to have been a les- 
son both for the government--it saw that it had to act less roughly--and for 
the private sector, which for its part saw the extent to which it was at the 
government's mercy. The group, founded in 1976, essentially exported equip- 
ment to the Near East. In 1978, its sales totaled $150 million for capita’ 
of $20 million. The group consisted of 14 companies. Was the failure due 
to acrobatic mana,ement by its young president of 31?° Doubtlessly so, but 
he was only partly responsible: he only participated in the ambient fren.y 
orchestrated by the government, which was pushing every firm to multiply its 
profits, no matter what the risks. In any case, the loans that it obtained 
before failing ($300 million) could not have been obtained without solid po- 
litical backing. There was nothing extraordinary about the fact that with 
these sums, theoretically intended for development, it then went into real- 
estate speculation: all the groups behave t'i\is way, and the authorities have 
always closed their eyes. Actually, Yulsan seems to have gone too far. 
Nevertheless, the group did not go under because it was suffering losses but 
because of cash-flow difficulties aggravated by the government's decision to 
restrict credit in order to tight inflation. Yulsan, making 90-day loans, 
found itself unable to meet its commitments when the banks were not able to 
renew the loans. 


There is nothing exceptional about the Yulsan case. The 12 big groups are 
all heavily in debt to the banks: a debt 5 to 15 times capital is the 
"norm," in the estimation of an American bank. So as not to tarnish Korea's 
image abroad, the government very quickly announced that Yulsan's $241 mil- 
lion in debts would be repaid almost totally and that its projects abroad 
would be carried out to completion. 


The decentralization of decision-making desired by the business circles, who 
want to shelter themselves from the government's quirks of humor and the 
planners' orders, seems to be the future way of economic policy. Mr Cho'e 
seems to be far more flexible in this regard than his predecessor, and in 
any case, does not have his predecessor's power. 


The most active participation of business circles in the country's develop- 
ment is all the more necessary in that the situation is difficult. But hav- 
ing in the past acted with their thoughts solely on their immediate profit, 
apparently without showing any great social responsibility, are they pre- 
pared to accept the sacrifices that the situation would impose? From this 
point of view, the relative weakness of the Cho'e government may constitute 
a risk to the extent that it cannot impose an economic policy, perhaps a 
painful one, on the business circles. 














lt is apparently not in a willing spirit that the business circles are ac~ 
cepting the reduction of growth for 1980: on 4 December, the government an-~ 
nounced that it would be reduced to 7.5 percent, the lowest rate since 1975. 
[t has also decided to go ahead with a devaluation of the won in order to 
yet exports up again. 


The Causes of Inflation 


The sovernment's room for maneuver seems small. A headlong rush forward is 
no longer possible. ''The image of the bicycle which must not stop is no 
longer valid today," says an economist; "at present, the Koreans are pedal- 
ling furiously, but they are on an immobile bicycle." 


The economy, developed by bringing every effort to bear on certain key sec- 
tors, cannot afford to suffer strategic errors. But the slowdown of growth 
rate imposed on an economy racing at high speed puts off any restructuring 
of the productive apparatus. The development of shipbuilding and of the au- 
tomobile industry is disputed by the business circles and runs the risk of 
engendering sizable losses. Many projects in the petrochemical and metal- 
lurgical fields have been postponed. 





The situation does not seen to be caused solely by an unfavorable interna- 
tional situation, the most important elements of which are the rise in the 
price of oil and reduction of markets. These two difficulties are felt all 
the more sorely in that Korea is suffering the ills of accelerated growth. 
The intlation is largely due to the export-at-any-price policy carried on by 
ak since the beginning of this last decade, when Korea had to face a wave 
of unemployment, the world recession, and the rise in oil prices. This "ag- 
wressive'" reaction to the 1974 oil crisis did, to be sure, enable Korea to 
bear its consequences better than other consequences, at least temporarily. 
The monetary mass grew by 40 percent in 1977; and the galloping inflation 
was also fed by the injection into the economy of the resources obtained by 
the Koreans working in the Near East ($1 billion), without any increase in 
imports making it possible to respond to the demand created. Thus, in 1978 
most of these funds were invested in real-estate speculation or directed in- 
to the black market. In 5 years, consumer prices more than doubled. At the 
same time, the compartmentation of the banking system, closely controlled by 
the government, caused sectorial imbalances and some overheating. Noting 
that this situation could endanger the development policy, the government 
decided at the beginning of 1979 to implement a "plan to cool down the eco- 


nomy,'' the consequences of which are being manifested today. 


In the first place, it led to a deterioration of foreign exchange. "In a 
country that pay's yesterday's debts with tomorrow's growth," says a Japan- 
ese economist, ‘any sudden application of the brakes has immediate repercus- 
sions on the foreign accounts."' In addition to this, there is the new cost 
increase for oil (this year's invoices come to nearly $1 billion more). The 
result is that the 1979 balance-of-payments deficit will be close to $4 bil- 
lion. In anticipation of a further rise in the price of oil, an energy-sav- 
ings plan has been set up; but if this increase does occur, it will be sore- 
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ly felt. In parallel with this deterioration of the foreign accounts, an 
increase in loans is occurring: they will total $18.2 billion, as against 


$14.4 billion in 1978. "An entirely manageable debt, taking Korea's exports 
into account," it is considered in the banking circles. 
The second consequence of the “cooling-down plan" is of a social nature, 


The credit-restriction measures have put many small and mediunrsize firms in 
painful situations, forcing them to close. Unemployment is increasing, and 
officially, will affect 4.2 percent of the labor force this year--but it 
will certainly be more than this. To some extent, this question does not 
bother the employers very much. Because . inflation and perhaps also be- 
cause of a deeper awareness of the deterioration in the standard of living, 
wage-earners are cxerting pressure to obtain raises. The sectors that have 
a shortage of labor are getting strong demands for raises and are experienc- 
ing excessive turnover of their skilled personnel. Development of unemploy- 
ment should decrease the pressure on wages--which, in view of the economic 
situation, the employers scarcely seem inclined to increase. Politically, 
though, taking advantage of unemployment could be risky. 


Social Inequalities 


Accelerated growth, orchestrated by the government and advantaging the big 
groups but requiring sacrifices from a good part of the population, was 
doubile sly a necessary evil for a country that had "chosen''--at least its 
leaders had done so--the capitalist way to development. But Pak may have 
waited too long to reform the system; the country having reached a certain 
leve’ of development, it would doubtlessly have been possible to undertake a 
policy to reduce the social inequalities. As a former deputy notes, "the 
common people think more and more that the government privileges the rich 
and neglects the poor." 


From the point of view of strict economic and financial "technique," Korea's 
situation is a delicate one, but is not really bad; and in the view of a 
number of foreign economists, it may be thought that this country, which was 
prematurely "buried" in i974, should be able to solve its problems--"impon- 
derable factors excepted," they are careful to state. In fact, the true un- 
known is of a social nature. 


The peasantry is one of the bases from which Pak drew support. But if there 
were free elections, the cities would play a decisive role. In Seoul in 
1978, one person out of five voted for Pak's Republican Party. It was in 
order to stifle the hostile popular will that the regime had set up a con- 
stitutional system that ensured it control of the Parliament no matter what 
happened (since one-third of the deputies are appointed). Not only must the 
Constitution be amended, but one may wonder whether the conditions for main- 
tenance of a tough regime (integration of the urban middle classes, absence 
of "class consciousness," keeping the intellectuals on the sidelines) still 
exist. 


With buying power weakened by the present difficulties, will the Koreans be 
content with the government's extrapolations based on the economic records 
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set, with declarations aimed at mobilizing national pride: the Seoul audi~ 
torium is higher than the national television auditorium in Tokyo, Korea is 
the world's seventh-largest manufacturer of missiles? What Pak did not un- 
derstand, it seems, is that two-thirds of Koreans today are under 40 years 
of aye and have grown up during the euphoria of growth. They would assured- 
ly tight any attack from the north. But it is not obvious that they are 
still susceptible to the slogan ''Me or the gulag." Will the discovery of 
another tunnel "dug by the enemy" be enough, in future, to stifle the dis- 
contents? The intellectuals relegated to the sidelines (40,000 of them, be- 
cause they spent some time in Pak's prisons, can no longer find decent work 
or return to the university). and the students who read the Latin American 
revolutionaries secretively, are no longer the only ones demanding ''demo- 
cracy.'' As is shown by the Pusan and Masan demonstrations in October, the 
challenge no longer comes solely from a you privileged in its living condi- 
tions and education but also from those who are suffering the 'proletariza- 
tion'’ of their existence, their inability to afford the products which they 
manufacture for export and which are often found on the black market. 


Western-style ‘democracy’ is not applicable to Korea, some will say. Per- 
haps. But democracy is not only political; for the Koreans, it is especial- 
ly of an economic nature also. The question is whether the governing class 
is aware of the mutations of society. The businessmen say they are hostile 
to the establishment of a new authoritarian regime. '‘'Growth is not incom 
patible with democracy," one of them said to us. So be it. But are they 
simply rejecting the state's interference in their affairs, in the hope of 
increasing their profits, or are they disposed to have the majority of the 
population get a bigger share of the fallout from growth? It is only at 
that price, it would seem, that the economy can enter into a phase of matur- 
ity and that the stability of the country will be consolidated.

[Text] We can hardly attach secondary importance to the enforcement of 
strict disciplinary measures in officialdom at a time when the incumbent 
government is taking a caretaker role in the process of political and social 
renovation toward democratization. 


Some officials may be apt to misunderstand the present transition phase of 
the government administration in which they adopt an opportunistic attitude, 
rather than feeling a sense of devotion to their routine duties to serve 
people as much as before. 


Under no circumstances should public servants take advantage of the current 
administrative efforts to bring about political reforms including amendments 
to the nation's master law. 


To elaborate, an interim phase of administration can hardly mean the absence 
of an effective and strong administrative function. 


Probably with this in mind, President Choe Kyu-ha has called upon all cabi- 
net members and chiefs of government agencies across the country to sharpen 
discipline in officialdom, and particularly to strictly punish those who 
leak secrets of goveriment business affairs. 


Handing down a six-point instruction to a weekly cabinet meeting, President 
Choe has also warned that the government is ready to track down any official 
who either adheres to opportunism or takes an easy-going attitude in dealing 
with state issues. 


People are talking about the possibility that information on the recent 
raise in oil prices and the hiked won-dollar conversion rate was leaked 


beforehand by government officials. 


If this is true, we cannot help expressing our profound concern over the 
virtual absence of government administration. 
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Even belatedly, the government authorities are used to strengthen disci- 
plinary measures so as to normalize the administrative function related to 
key state allairs, 


Particularly, such major administrative matters as increased oil prices and 
the revised monetary conversion rate immediately connected with the economic 
lives of citizens, which constitute major aspects of national economic policy 
itself. 


Then, how could the related government authorities overlook the reported 
leakage of the information concerned? 


Even now, they are obliged to do their best to crack down on shameful 
officials involved, who cannot evade criminal punishment. 


By doing so, the incumbent government can play its role of crisis managemeni 
to a satisfactory degree so that people may be convinced of the dutiful 
sense of government officials from now on. 


It is further said that information on a plan to move the site of the Seoul 
City Hall to an area south of the Han River and its timing may have been 
leaked, thus resulting in land speculation in the area. 


We are really surprised at hearing such an extreme absurdity, calling ior 
an official explanation, so as to give due answers to the people at large. 


lt is considered most appropriate for the chief executive to have issued a 
stern warning against any reckless attitude of government officials in the 
course of conducting their public business. 


The leading administrators should particularly be held responsible for any 
shameful incidents concerning vicious irregular practices in officialdom 


under the current administration prior to political democratization. 


We stress that they should maintain a sound climate in officialdom by any 
means before it is too late, as a matter of fact.

Most businesses are doubling 
their efforts to find a way out 
of the current difficulties, par- 
ticularly those caused by the 
recent drastic economic meas- 
ures taken by the government. 

heavy blows to them 
include the won currency 
devaluation, and raises in 
bank interest rates, and in- 
creases in the prices of oil 
and industrial goods and elec- 
tricity and transportation 
charges. 

They have brought with 
them an unprecedented boom 
in bargain sales, substantial 
layoffs and various means to 
reduce the expenditures of 
businesses 


Irrespective of their scales, 
businesses are making de- 
sperate efforts to save energy 
and to rationalize their man- 
agement systems. 

Businesses are, on the other 
hand, busy disposing of the 
subsidiaries which they have 
absorbed all but recklessly 
thus far. 

Branches operating overseas 
which their headquarters have 
determined are of no signifi- 
cant help to their overseas 
tnarket development have al- 
ready been closed.

[Text] In addition to their academic regulations, the nation's higher edu- 


cational institutions are working on plans to modify subjects of general 
college courses to tailor them to new educational environs. 





Subject to revisions are national ethics, Korean language and physical 
education. The required general course also includes philosophy, cultural 
history, outline of natural sciences and foreign tongues. 


Intercollege discussions are underway on how to change contents of the 
subjects, especially national ethics. Possible modification of the general 
educational courses was a major topic covered at a special meeting of college 
chiefs of academic affairs held at a resort hotel near Taejon Sunday. 


Sources said that four-member subcommittee, consisting of officials from 
Yonsei, Sogang, Dankook and Keimyong universities, was established to deal 
with the revision of the required subjects for freshmen. 


There are signs that national ethics, which deals mainly with ideals of the 
revitalizing reforms, would undergo drastic changes in substance in line 

with the newly acquired political climate. Some colleges had already decided 
to throw away old ethics books which they considered are out of date. 


There are no textbooks on ethics authorized by the government or other public 
agencies. Unless the government takes legal steps to remove ethics as a 
required subject, however, colleges have no choice bit teach the subject to 
freshmen under the law. 


Eleven universities have worked out new rules paving the way for reinstate- 
ment of students expelled for violations of now lifted emergency measures.

COMMUNICATIONS MINISTRY POLICIES--Seoul, 4 Feb--Communications Minister Pae 
Sang-uk said today that a 614 million dollar foreign loan will be sought 
this year for the expansion of electronic switching system. Minister Pae 
said that his ministry will also promote a plan to induce 900 million dollars 
more in fresh loans for the same purposes. Minister Pae made these remarks 
in his report to President Choe Kyu-ha when the chief executive visited the 
ministry this afternoon on a leg os his new year inspection tour of govern- 
ment offices.

JAPANESE GOVERNMENT LEADERS REACT TO KIM'S RESTORED CIVIL RIGHTS

[Text] Tokyo 29 Feb KYODO--Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira welcomed Friday 
the news of the restoration of the civil rights of Korean opposition leader 
Kim Tae-chung. 


"It is splendid that changes are progressing an atmosphere of peace in the 
Republic of Korea as a whole," the prime minister told newsmen. 


The No 1 opposition Japan Socialist Party expressed how the reinstatement 
of Kim's civil rights would speed up Korea's shift toward democracy and pro- 
mote dialogue betwen South and North Korea. 


Other opposition parties, Komeito and the Democratic Socialist Party, also 
said they hoped Korea would achieve progress as a democratic state. 


The Japan Communist Party said it was regrettable that South Korea remained 
under martial law. 


All the opposition parties, however, demanded that the government take a new 
look at the political settlement it made with South Korea concerning Kim's 
kidnapping. 


Kim, the opposition candidate in South Korea's 1971 presidential election, 
was abducted to Seoul from Tokyo in 1973. ‘The Japanese and South Korean 
governments resolved the issue by mutual agreement at the political level. 


A private Japanese group, including an attorney and a critic, meanwhile, 
issued a statement saying that the government should open the way for a 
"complete settlement" to the kidnapping incident. 


The group took Ohira to task for attempting to hush up the case as foreign 
minister in the cabinet of former Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka in 1973. 
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It said Kim should be allowed to revisit Japan unconditionally, and that the 
government should ask for the turnover of the kidnappers and making public the 
truth about the abduction. 


Foreign Ministry sources said the restoration of Kim's civil rights was an 
{mportant step toward democracy in South Korea. 


They said there would be progress in national reconciliation as a result. 


The focus in South Korea now is on when martial law will be lifted and the 
constitution and election law revised. 


The sources said there would be no need for Japan and South Korea to take a 
new look at the political settlement of the kidnapping case unless new fuc- 
tors emerged.

In 197 , contracts won by them reached dollar 8,145 million 
and foreign exchange remittances by them totaled dollar 2,145 million,

ROK-KUWAIT OIL DEAL--Seoul Feb 20 OP-KYODO--The Kuwaiti Government has not 
yet officially notified the Korea of its intention to buy a quarter inter- 
est in the Korea Oil Corp. (KOCO), now a 50-50 joint venture between the 
Korean Government and Gulf Oil of the United States, the Energy-Resources 
Ministry said Wednesday. Ministry officials were commenting on a report 
this week that Kuwait had agreed to acquire 25 per cent of the 280,000- 
barrel-a-day refinery. The officials said, however, that negotiations are 
still under way with the Kuwaiti Government to turn over the 25-per cent 
share in KOCO in exchange for a secure, stable supply of crude oil. If 
the deal is completed, Gulf would remain a 25-per cent shareholder in the 
joint venture. Korean Energy-Resources Minister Yang Yun-san visited 
Kuwait in mid-January, returning home with assurances that Kuwait would 
send its oil minister to Korea to negotiate the deal if the transactions 
should prove profitable. No reply has yet come from the Middle East coun- 
try, however, officials said, The Korean Government plan is to take over 
half of Gulfs 50-per cent share in the first half of this year and sell it 
to Kuwait in return for an increased supply of Kuwaiti crude. [Text]

STATE OF SECOND ECONOMIC COMMITTEE, SECOND MINISTRY OF MACHINE INDUSTRY 
ANALYZED 


Tokyo KITA CHOSEN KENKYU in Japanese No 66, Dec 79 pp 16-18 


[Text] Of the ministries of the State Administration Council discussed on 
page 90 of issue No 60, we made an assumption that the Second Ministry of 
Machine Industry is the one in charge of the armaments industry. 


Incidentally, at the Activists’ Conference of the Machine Industrial Sector 
held on 20 August 1977, prior to the division of the Ministry of Machine 
Industry (before February 1979), President Kim stated: "The foundries under 
the Second Economic Committee...." and "the foundries under the Ministry of 
Machine Industry..." (Selected Writings of Kim Il-song, Vol 7). 


Just what kind of an organization is this Second Economic Committee mentioned 
here? Among various commissions of the Central People's Committee, it is 
seen that the Economic Commission was established around 1978 when its ex- 
istence was first revealed (NODONG SINMUN 22 May 1978), and the names of 

this Economic Commission and the Second Economic Committee closely re- 

semble each other. However, the Central People's Committee is the state 
guidance organ and is not the administrative organ. Therefore, it stands 

to reason that the factories under the control of the Second Economic Com- 
mittee are believed to be under the Administration Council's control. Assum- 
ing that the Second Economic Committee is an organ of the State Administra- 
tion Council, in view of President Kim's words, these two organizations in 
charge of foundries (an expression equivalent to factories which provide 
materials for all types of machinery) are obviously the State Administration 
Council's organizations in charge of machinery. 


The Ministry of Machine Industry of those days had the same areas of respon- 
sibilities as those announced at the Sixth Supreme People's Assembly held 

in December 1977. It was in charge of all machinery such as heavy machines, 
general machines, machine tools, and electric machines--but not in charge 

of mining and coal machinery, agricultural machinery, transport machinery, 
or ship machinery. (An apology and correction is needed for an error on 
pages 16 and 17 of issue No 55 where the General Bureau of Machine Tool 
Factory and the General Bureau of Electrical Machine Industry were placed 
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under the Ministry of Machine Industry.) This is the same area of re- 
sponsibility as the First Ministry of Machine Industry after the Ministry 

of Machine Industry was divided into three parts (KITA CHOSEN KENKYU No 60, 

p 92). Three of the areas not under the Ministry of Machine Industry are 
under the jurisdiction of other bodies--mining and coal machinery under the 
Mining Industry Committee as before; agricultural machinery under the Agri- 
cultural Committee; and transport machinery (except railroads)is now under 
the Third Ministry of Machine Industry instead of the Ministry of Land and 
Sea Transportation. The remaining area, ship machinery, had been under the 
control of the Ministry of Land and Sea Transportation, but this research 
center in issue No 60 made an inference that only ship engines were under 
the control of the Second Ministry of Machine Industry. Also, we inferred 
that not only ship engines but also armament factories with cover designa- 
tion are being controlled by the Second Ministry of Machine Industry. Now 
then, what kind of machines are produced by the factories controlled by the 
aforementioned Second Economic Committee? Since the machines controlled by 
the Ministry of Machiney Industry are the same as those now under the con- 
trol of the First Ministry of Machine Industry, and since it has been known 
that machines not under the Ministry of Machine Industry are under other 
ministries or committees, there are no machines under the control of the 
Second Economic Committee. On this point, the Second Economic Committee 
closely resembles the Second Ministry of Machine Industry. It could be 
said that this indicates that the Second Economic Committee is the fore- 
runner of the Second Ministry of Machine Industry. It has been confirmed 
that the Ministry of Machine Industry was changed to a ministry from a com- 
mittee on 16 September 1976 (KITA CHOSEN KENKYU, No 43, p 13) and in 1974

DPRK INTRODUCES ILYSHIN IL-62 MODEL AIRPLANE 
Tokyo KITA CHOSEN KENKYU in Japanese No 66, Dec 79 pp 49-51 
[Text] The September 24th issue of the NODONG SINMUN reported the return 


of the North Korean delegation to the 6th Non-alined Summit Conference by 
a "special" airplane and carried a picture of this plane. 





Close examination of this "special" airplane reveals that it is a Soviet- 
made Ilyshin IL-62. 


Also, since the North Korean flag is depicted on the tail, it is clear 

that the plane belongs to the North Korean Airlines. This is the first ' 
indication that the North Korean Airlines possesses the IL-62. It is not 
clear how many IL-62s it has, but since the number "885" is painted on the 
body it may be correct to assume the following. That is to say, presently 
North Korean Airlines’ aircraft have a three-digit identification number, 
and among those in service there are four types--52X, 53X, 55X, and 83X. 
Because the 52X series begins with 525, 53X with 531 (assumed), 55X with 
555, and 83X with 831 (K1.A CHOSEN KENKYU No 47, p 62), one can see that 
the series are of two types, with some beginning with 1 and some 5. Ac- 
cordingly, the questicn is whether 885 is the type beginning with 1 or the 
type beginning with 5, but the fact that the I1-62, 885, was first confirmed 
by this research center in September [1979], it is reasonable to think that 
itsseries begins with a 5 as did with the 83X series (IL-18), and so the 
North Korean Airlines has only one IL-62 numbered 885. However, because 
two planes were brought in at the same time the Tu-154 was imported in 
1976, the possibility of two IL-62s being imported cannot be excluded. 


Whether the IL-62 is a rental from Aeroflot or is a purchase is completely 
unknown, but in view of the fact that North Korea has a ruble surplus, it 
was probably purchased. In any event, the two noteworthy points in view 
of the addition of the IL-62 to the three Tu-154s purchased between 1976- 
1978 (KITA CHOSEN KENKYU No 54, p 58) are the increased overseas travel 
and the attempt to promote national prestige. 
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Pyongyang International Airport, located in Pyongyang's Suan District, 
underwent expansion beginning from 1972 (During this time the Pukch'ang 
Airport in Pukch'ang County, South Pyongan Province was used as an inter- 
national airport ), and now it is extremely modern with even a superhigh- 
way open to traffic to the airport. At the time (1975) it was believed 
that the runways were being lengthened to accommodate the Tu-154, but with 
servicing of [1-62 it has been made clear that even in those days the run- 
ways were of 3,000 meter-range necessary for the I1-62. 


Until March 1978, there were no direct flights from Pyongyang to Moscow; 
only the Tu-154 was in service by way of Ulumchi, Alma-ata, and Irkutsk. 
However, from 31 March 1978 Aeroflot I1-62s began its non-stop flights 
from Pyongyang to Moscow (KITA CHOSEN KENKYU No 46 p 32), and it is be- 
lieved that the North Korean government, which badly wanted the North 
Korean Airlines to extend the service, obtained the I1-62. Hence, besides 
being used as a "special" plane, it is believed that the North Korean Air- 
lines 11-62 No 885 will regularly ply between Pyongyang and Moscow. How 
many direct flights there will be between the two places is unclear. Flights 
between Pyongyang and Khabarovsk have been set at two flights per week for 
the North Korean Airlines and one flight per week by Aeroflot (KITA CHOSEN 
KENKYU No 4, p 31).

The delegation will ask for the renewal of a private-level provisional fish- 
ery agreement between Japan and North Korea, which expires at the end of 
June. 


The fishery accord has been chiefly handled by the Suprapartisan Parliamentar- 
ians Union for Japan-(North) Korea Friendship. 
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This group has also proposed to North Korea that it send a delegation to 
Pyongyang in March through April for talks on the renewal of the fishery 
agreement. 

Asked about the coming visit to North Korea, delegation leader Mihara 
said he would go to study the actual conditions in that country and what 
problems North Korea has at present.
